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                             Agricultural Summary

Above normal precipitation returned to the state last week after a couple weeks
of below normal rainfall.  The state averaged 1.55 inches of rainfall, ranging
from around eight tenths of an inch in the Northeast and Southwest districts to
over two inches in the East Southeast district.  Some scattered areas have missed
recent rains with crops and pastures being negatively impacted.  Topsoil moisture
conditions improved to 11 percent very short, 23 percent short, 63 percent
adequate, and 3 percent surplus.  Temperatures moderated later in the week, but
the average temperature for the week still ended up being slightly above normal.
Corn in the dough stage reached 83 percent, ahead of last year’s 80 percent and
the five-year average of 75 percent.  Corn has started to dent on 34 percent of
the acreage, compared to 38 percent last year and 31 percent for the five-year
average.  Three percent of the corn has matured.  Soybeans are setting pods on
87 percent of the acreage, compared to 89 percent last year and 81 percent for
the five-year average.  Last week was a difficult week to put up third cutting
alfalfa, but pastures and hay ground benefitted from the moisture.
